The initinl fight of the campaign of 


138t will be decided in a, short time, 
and in 1883 will be determined the issue 
or issues of the coming Presidential 
oauvnss. 
National questions will be 


discussed this year with as much force 
as if their affirmation or rejection by 
the several States in which elections are 
to occur this Pull definitely settled the 
grander contest of next year. 
Aside 


from National affairs the local issue of 
liquor traffic will be an important fac- 
tor. 
Of necessity there must be many 


local issues but so far as we have read 
thoy are all of minor importance with 
the exception of the liquor question. 
Judging from the past the Republicans 
mav suffer from their bold advocacy 
of the principle that liquor must be 
licensed at such a figure as will make 
the busim-ss more respectable. 
Upcm 


this as upon all the other great qu 
lions that have engaged the attention of 
the American people for the past twenty- 
five years, the Kepublican party shown 
that it is noc afraid to take the lead in 
favor o* the right and against the wrong. 
Upon this as upon all the other ques- 
tiona agitated during the pnst quarter 
of a century the Democuits us a party 
have been in league with the Devil in 
favor of the wrong and against the 
right. 
It opposes the principle of 


proper legislation to check the flow of 
intemperance, to prevent,criine, and all 
the other evils following this source find 
Ipading to an increase of numbers in 
poor houses, jail and penitentiaries. 
Maintaining its usual line of opposition 
to anything aud everything advanced )>y 
Republicans, the Ohio Democrats last 
year allied itself with the liquor seller: 
of all ages, sexes, and conditions, and 
aided with an immense corruption fund, 
auoceeded in being victorious at the 
polls. 
It is pursuing the same tactics 


this year, and pandering to the vices 
and vicious of all men and things who 
cry '.down with the Republicans" foi 
advocating the so-called Scott liquor law 
which oeeks to regulate tho traffic anc 
confine it within legitimate bounds. 
The National issue in Ohio ia the same 
as that in every other State, and as il 
will be throughout 
the Nation next 


year, the one fraught with weal or woe 
for years to come, that of protection to 
American industries or a tariff for reve- 
nue only. 
The Republicans favor pro- 


tection and as naturally as a cluck takes 
to the water the Democrats oppose. 
The Ohio Republicans fired the first gun 
upon these two questions, one of Na- 
tional the other 
of State 
concern. 


From an Ohio paper we learn that 
when the Republican platform was read 
"at the conclusion of tho tariff plank a 
perfect war of applause weut up from 
the audience, 
A few shouts wore min- 


gled with the deafening cluppiug of 
hands aud stamping of feet. The al- 
lusion to the action of the last General 
Assembly iu taxing the liquor traffic) 
was received with very little enthusi- 
asm, not half a dozen of the delegates 
cheering. But the next plank, in regard 
to approving of the taxation of thu 
liquor traffic, was followed by marked 
expression of approval.

checking the evils resulting from intem- 
perance.' 
When President 
Arthur's 


administration was commended, the roar 
of applause swelled and swelled until 
the very building shook; and this was 
repented when Governor Foster was 
cpoken of. There was not a man in 
the Convention that did not clap his 
hands, stamp his feet, and some even 
opened their mouths and shouted, as 
the only way to lot off their surplus en- 
thusiasm and manifest their approval. 
It was a perfect ovation; a worthy and 
well deserved compliment to the retiring 
Governor. He heard it, sitting in the 
lower box at the right of the stage, and 
be shrank back behind the curtains at 
the mighty sound, his face beaming with 
pride and satisfaction. There wus not 
a delegate in the house that could see 
him, or probably knew he was there, yet 
the applause could not have been more 
genuine or ben.ty had he been standing 
in full view. Great enthusiasm among 
the audience checked the speaker as he 
finished the plank relating to the abo- 
lition of prison contract labor; and when 
he immediately proc3eded to the fact that 
the party believed the preference for 
Government places should be given 
to the disabled soldiers in the late war, 
the applause was unbounded." 
The 


Ohio Republicans have thus given the 
best of evidence that they will never 
tire of battling! for all that is good and 
great.

hel3 their State Convention and Hon. 
John A. Kasaou was selected us tempo- 
rary Chairman. 


Mr. Kasson, on takiug the chair, very
